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PRODUCTION  OF  GRAIN  AND  POTATOES  IN  SERMAUY 

The  1930  production  of  wheat  in  Germany  is  estimated  at  123,602,000 
"bushels,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
This  estimate  was  cal ciliated  from  the  August  1  estimates  of  yield  per  acre 
and  area  sown,  and  is  a  considerable  decrease  from  the  July  estimate,  al- 
though 4.5  per  cent  above  the  1929  crop.     The  rye  production  is  now  placed 
at  293,802,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  about  36,500,000  bushels 
from  the  July  estimate,  and  6.6  per  cent  below  the  1929  harvest. 

Total  farm  stocks  of  wheat  from  the  1929  crop  on  May  15  were  low, 
amounting  to  only  8,600,000  "bushels,  with  4,900,000  bushels  available  for 
sale,  so  the  carryover  into  the  1930-31  season  is  unusually  small.  Farm 
stocks  of  rye  on  May  15,  on  the  other  hand,  amounted  to  57,100,000  bushels, 
with  28,500,000  "bushels  available  for  sale.     The  carryover  of  rye  into  1930- 
31,  therefore,  is  probably  large  enough  to  make  up  for  the  difference  in  a 
smaller  production. 

The  feed  grains  also  show  a  considerable  decline  from  the  July  esti- 
mates.   Barley  production  is  placed  at  121,712,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of 
16.7  per  cent  from  that  of  last,  while  oats  production  is  estimated  at 
376,849,000  bushels,  or  nearly  26  per  cent  below  the  final  figure  for  1929. 
The  combined  "brvrJey  and  oats  'production  amounts  to  only  8,951,000  short  tons 
compared  with  11,644,000  short  tons  in  1929.     The  early  potatoes  crop  is 
estimated  at  80,835,000  bushels,  or  485,000  short  tons,  a  decrease  of  21.4 
per  cent  from  the  production  of  early  potatoes  last  year. 

CHINESE  PEANUT  MARKET  DURING  JULY 

Exports  of  peanuts  from  Tsingtao  continued  to  decline  during  July 
having  amounted '"to  only  24,792,000  pounds  of  shelled  and  2,400,000  pounds, 
of  unshelled  nuts  as  against  30,817,000  pounds  of  shelled  and  2,389,000 
pounds  of  unshelled  nuts  in  June,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Consul  T7.  Roderick  Dorsey  at  that  post. 
No  interest  was  manifested  in  the  Tsingtao  peanut  market  during  July  "by 
either  American  or  Canadian  dealers.     It  is  anticipated  that  all  activity 
in  new  "business  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  season  will  be  confined 
to  Canton  and  Japan.    The  latter  will  purchase  about  800  short  tons  during 
August  and  the  former  will  take  the  "balance  of  what  the  market  offers. 
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BREAD  GRAMS 

Wheat  production  in  1930 

The  1930  wheat  production  in  22  countries  is  estimated  at 
2, 2S7, 2^3,000  "bushels  against  2,199,672,000  bushels  in  1929,  or  an  increase 
of  four  per  cent.     The  preliminary  estimate  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Portugal 
is  1^,^00,000  bushels,  or  nearly  30  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year, 
while  the  winter  crop  of  Austria,  which  runs  about  3b  per  cent  of  the  total, 
is  estimated  at  11,464-, 000  bushels  or  3.7  per  cent  above  that  of  1929. 
The  earlier  figure  for  the  Tunis  wheat  crop  has  been  increased  by  about 
500,000  bushels  to  9,553,000  bushels.     Tables  on  wheat  acreage  and  productio 
are  found  on  pages289  and  290  . 

Reports  from  Russia  during  the  first  ten  days  of  August  indicate 
that  harvesting  is  developing  satisfactorily  south  of  55°  in  European 
Russia,  but  too  much  rain  has  been  unfavorable  for  harvesting  of  late  crops 
in  northern  regions,  including  parts  of  Ural,  according  to  American  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.     Conditions  in  Siberia  vary  greatly. 
During  the  week  ended  August  21  some  rains  fell  in  western  and  southern 
Russia,  but  temperatures  were  generally  high. 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

Canada 

Wheat  deteriorated  further  in  western  Canada  during  the  week  ended 
August  l6,  due  to  heat,  drought,  and  rust  in  Manitoba  and  eastern  Saskatch- 
ewan, and  rust  is  causing  alarming  losses  on  heavy  late  stands,  according 
to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Ottawa.     The  condition  in  western 
Canada  has  now  turned  from  extreme  heat  and  drought  to  cooler  weather,  and 
harvesting  is  proceeding  rapidly,  while  threshing  ha?  begun  in  some  places. 

The  Maritime  Provinces,  western  Ontario,      and  British  Columbia 
also  report  crop  damage  due  to  dry  and  hot  weather,  while  crops  in  northern 
Quebec  and  Ontario  have  suffered  from  excess  rainfall.     The  pasture  and 
feed  problem  is  considered  serious  only  in  southern  Saskatchewan.  In 
Manitoba,  central  and  southern  Saskatchewan,  and  sou.th- central  and  southern 
Alberta,  about  30  per  cent  of  the  grain  has  been  harvested,  southern 
Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  showing  most  progress.     The  yield  of  the  wheat  is 
reported  to  be  from  3  to  35  bushels  per  acre. 

Europe 

Heavy  rains  fell  in  central  Europe,  Prance  and  Scandinavia  during 
the  week  ended  August  21,  hindering  harvesting  and  with  further  damage  to 
the  quality  of  bread  grains,  especially  in  Prance  and  Belgium  where  much 
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of  the  grain  is  still  in  the  fields,  Mr.  Steere  reports.  In'  Germany  as  a  whole 
bad  weather  dontinued  to  hinder  threshing  of  spring  grains  and  has  materi- 
ally lowered  the  quality  of  the  rye.    In  Prussia,  winter  wheat,   oats  and 
spring  "barley  have  deteriorated  somewhat  during  August,  with  winter  rye 
and  winter  "barley  unchanged  and  spring  wheat  slightly  improved.  Weather 
conditions  in  Italy  have  improved  somewhat.     She'  wheat-  crop  in  Spain  is 
irregular,  "but  may  still  be  sufficient  for  domestic , requirements. 

The  weather  in  Austria  was  variable  but"   without  extensive  damage 
to  grains,  '  while  rains  benefited  the  corn  crop- in  Bulgaria,  although 
more  rain  is  needed.    Wheat  production  in". Hungary,.,  according  to  Mr. 
Steere,  appears  to  be  somewhat  above  the  previous .  estimate,  while  barley 
and  rye  appear  to  be  less  than  anticipated.  •  The  condition  of  the  winter- 
wheat  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  deteriorated  considerably  during  July  on 
account  of  the  dry  weather.    Its  conai+ion  on  August  1  was  97  per  cent  of 
the  average  condition  as  of  that  date  during  the  years  192H-I92S,  compared 
with  109  per  -cent  on  July  1.  ■  ■• 

S outhern  Herai  sphere 

Temperatures  continued  rather  low  for  the  .season  in  Argentina 
during  the  week  ended  August.  18,:  according  to  'reports  received  by  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau.     The  mean'  temperatures,  for  the  northern 
and  southern  zones  were  50°  and  ]4b°  respectively,  or  2°  below  normal  in 
each  case.     The  rainfall  war  close  to  normal,  0.2  inch  being  reported  from 
eaeh  zone,  which  was  0.1  inch  below  normal  for  northern  and  exactly  normal 
for  southern  sections.     Weather  conditions  in .Australia  continued  gen- 
erally- favorable.

5^,9.90,000  bushels  on  August  16, 
1929.     Receipts  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ended 
August  15  were  2,266,000  bushels,  and. shipments  were  3,518,000  bushels. 
Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  893,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  527,000  bushels. 
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United  States  Wheat  Prices  --'  -'  : 

During  the  week 'ending  August  21  wheat  price  showed- a  'slight  down- 
ward tendency.  •  Futures  prices  generally  fell  to  the—lowest  levels  since 
August  2,  these  low  levels  "being  reached  on  the"  19th' and  20th  of  the  month.  - 
However,  prices  rallied  somewhat  and  on  the  21st,  Chicago  futures  closed  '  .- 
at  levels  two  to  three  cents  above  the  low  of  the  week.     Eor  the  September 
future  the  low  of  the  week' was  86-1/2  cents  per  bushel  compared  with "84-7/ 8 
cents  on  August  2,  while  the  December  future  reached  a  low  of  90-3/4  cents 
on  August  19  compared  with  90-1/4  cents-1  on  the  -'2nd.    At -Chicago  ^and  Buenos 
Aires,  closing  prices  of  September  futures  on  the'  21st  were  slightly  below 
the  level  of  &  week  before ,  while  October  futures  at.  Liverpool- were  somewhat 
higher.    At  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  the  exchanges  were  closed 
on  the  21st,  but  closing  prices  on  the  20th  were -about  the  same,  or  a 
little  bit  lower  than  on  August  14. 

With  a  fairly  wide  spread  continuing  between  prices  in  the  United 
States  and  at  Liverpool,  the  fairly  generous  export  movement  has  also  ..  . 
continued.     This,  together  with  the  increased  storage  space,  has  thus  far 
prevented  stocks  congestion  at  any  of  the  United  States  markets.  With 
prospects  for  the  continuance  of  exports  at' a  fairly  high  level  during  the 
next  few  weeks,  it  does  not  seem  likely  that  there  will  be  any  congestion 
in  domestic  markets.    Nevertheless,  prices  continue  to  be  held  down  ~by  the 
influence  of  large  supplies  which  must  be  moved  into;  export,  and  these 
supplies  are  likely  to  continue  to  prevent  any  marked  rise  in  prices  until 
there  is  some  tangible  evidence  ofrelief  through  exporting  and  feeding 
of  the  surplus. 

During  the  week  ending  August  15  cash  wheat  prices  at  the  principal 
United  States  markets  averaged  higher  than  a  week  earlier.     The  average  of 
all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  increased  from  84  to  86  cents  per 
bushel.    AH  the  representative  winter  wheats  increased  in  price,  whereas 
spring  wheats  declined.    No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  .was  up  ,3  cents 
to  83  cents  per  bushel,  and  No.  2  red  winter  4  cents  to  92  cents  per  bushel. 
At  Minneapolis  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  declined  from  95  to  an  average 
of  93  cents  per  bushel,  while  No.  2  amber  durum  declined  from  93  to  89 
cents.    Western  white  at  Seattle  remained  at  92  cents  which  is  the  same 
quotation  as  the  previous  week.    During  the  week  ending  August  15  all 
classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  averaged  39  cents  per  bushel  lower 
than  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year.     In  the  representative  wheats 
the  greatest  decrease,  as  compared  with  a  year  ago,  is  in  No.  1  dark 
northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  which  is  46  cents  lower,  while  the  smallest 
decrease  is  in  No.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  is  only  31  cents  lower. 
No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  and  No*  2  red  winter  are  between  these 
two ,  extremes  being  41  and  37  cents  lower  respectively. 
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Rye  production  in  1930 

The  1930  production  of  rye  as  reported  "by  14  countries  totals 
572,109,000  "bushels  or  an  increase  of  more  than  6  per  cent  over  that  of  the 
same  countries  last  year.    The  first  estimate  of  the  winter  rye  crop  in 
Austria,  which  comprises  more  than  95  per  cent  of  the  total,  is  20,274,000 
bushels.     This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  12  per  cent  over  the  1929  pro- 
duction, and  one  of  the  largest  crops  on  record  there.     The  Estonian  pro- 
duction is  placed  at  7,286,000  "bushels,  nearly  27  per  cent  a"bove  that  of 
1329.    The  European  total  for  the  12  countries  reported  now  shows  an 
increase  of  4  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year.    The  condition  of  the 
winter  rye  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  as  of  August  1  was  109  per  cent  of  the 
1924-1928  average  compared  with  116  per  cent  on  July  1. Seo    pages  289.

PEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  five  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
2,351,845,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  15t3  per  cent  from  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1929.     Indications  now  point  to  a  1930  corn  crop  in  Europe 
materially  "below  last  year's.    Rumania,  a-  country  which  last  year  produced 
more  corn  than  Argentina,  has  also  suffered  from  drought  and  the  1930  corn 
crop  is  officially  estimated  at  about  two-thirds  of  the  251,000,000  bushels 
produced  in  1929.     The  corn  crop  in  Hungary  is  officially  estimated  at 
51,000,000  bushels  compared  with  71,000,000  bushels  in  1929,  and  the  1930 
crop  of  Bulgaria  is  estimated  at  7  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.  Ho 
estimate  of  corn  production  for  Italy  is  yet  available,  but  corn  acreage 
there  is  8  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.    Recent  rains  have  slightly 
improved  the  situation  in  Yugoslavia  where  the  drought  has  been  less  severe. 

The  final  estimate  of  the  1929-30  corn  crop  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  is  82,397,000  bushels.     This  is  a  decrease  of  nearly  1,500,000  bushels 
from  the  fourth  preliminary  estimate  issued  the  middle  of  Hay,  but  is  an  in- 
crease of  24.3  per  cent  over  the  1928-29  harvest,  and' the  largest  crop  since 
record  harvest  of  1924-25,  when  86,770,000  bushels  were  produced.  See 
table  page  292.  ,    .  The  first  estimo.te  of  the  crop  in  Manchuria  is 
60,735,000  bushels,  or  a  decrease  of  4.3  per  cent  from  that  of  last  year.

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Barley 

The  1930  barley  production  in  18  .countries  is  reported  at  977,796,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  5.6  per  cent  from  the  1,035,623,000  bushels  produced 
in  the  same  countries  in  1929.    The  total  production  for  the  12  European 
countries  so  far  reported  is  5.6  per  cent  below  that  of  1929. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  winter  barley  production  in  Austria  is 
635,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  that  of  1929.     The  spring 
barley,  however,  which  comprises  about  94  per  cent  of  the  total  barley  crop, 
amounts  to  only  10,058,000  bushels,  nearly  10  per  cent  below  the  1929  harvest, 
and  the  smallest  crop  since  1926.     The  condition  of  the  winter  barley  crop  in 
Czechoslovakia,  as  of  August  1  was  reported  below  average.    See  table,  page 
290.     The  barley  crop  in  Estonia  is  reported  as  being  practically  a  failure. 
Stocks  of  barley  in  Canada  oh  July  31  amounted  to  22,841,000  bushels  compared 
with  only  11,021,000  bushels  at  the  end  of  July  last  year,  and  3,460,000 
bushels  on  July  31,  1928.     See  tables,  pages  291,  292,293  and  294,  for  barley 
acreage,  production,  trade  and  "orices. 

Oa.ts 

The  1930  oats  production  as  reported  by  13  countries  totals  2,125,225,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  2.3  per  cent  from  that  of  the  same  countries  last  year. 
The  United  States  shows  an  increase  of  6.7  per  cent,  while  the  nine  European 
countries  reported  show  a  decrease  of  nearly  14  per  cent.     See  oats  acreage 
and  production  tables,  pages  291,  and  292,  and  trade  and  production  tables, 
pages  293and  294. 

In  Czechoslovakia  the  oats  condition  as  of  August  1  was  considerably  be~ 
low  average.     See  table,  page  290.     In  Estonia  the  oats  crop  is  reported  as 
practically  a  failure.    In  Canada  the  condition  of  the  oats  crop  is  much  the 
s~:vie  as  that  of  wheat,  and  there  is  a  wide  variance  in  the  yields  expected. 
Rust  is  still  a  serious  factor  in. Manitoba,.    Stocks  of  oats  in  Canada  on  July 
31  amounted  to  only  21,412,000  bushels  compared  with  45, 165, 000. bushels  at  the 
end  of  July  last  year,  and  28,605,000  bushels  on  Julv  31,  1928. 

Ovoy  conditions  in  North  Manchuria  on_ July .15 

During  the  first  half  of  July  rains  and  lower  temperature  alternated  with 
dry,  warm  weather  in  North  Manchuria,  according  to  a  Russian  publication  of 
the  Eastern  Chinese  Railway  for  July  15,  1930.     The  rains  had  a  good  effect  on 
all  crops.    Cool  nights  retarded  the  growth  of  crops  somewhat  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  prevented  the  development  of  rust,  which  is  a  constant  source  of  danger- 
for  the  North  Manchuri an  wheat  crop.    TCheat  was  heading  during  the  first  half 
of  July,  but  it  is  thought  that  small  stooling  may  reduce  the  yields  somewhat. 
Up    to  July  15,  smut  had  not  developed  on  any  extensive  scale.    However,  it  was 
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stated  that,  should  warm  weather  follow,  it  might  lead  to  the  development 
of  rust  and  therefore  it  was  anticipated  that  the  second  half  of  July  would 
be  a  critical  period  for  the  wheat'  crop.    Generally  in  the  absence  of  rust 
it  was  considered  that  the  crop  prospects  are  average  to  g^od.  Soybeans 
have  shown  a  good  growth.    In  the  beginning       July  the  plants  began  to  bloom 
and  the  prospects  are  for  a  good  crop.     The  insect  pest  which  attacked  the 
crop  in  the  middle  of  June  has  disappeared,  and  the  damage  caused  by  it, 
although  considerable  in  local  sections,  was  not  large  as  far  as  the  total 
crop  is  concerned.    Kaoliang  and  corn  also  have  shown  a  good  growth. 

COTTON 

Area  in  India 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  August  1  of  this  yaar  is 
estimated  at  14,875,000  acres  or  94  per  cent  of  the  area  planted  up  to  the 
same  date  last. year,  according  to  a  cable  received  by  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  from  the  Indian  Department  of  Statistics  at  Calcutta. 
The  revised  estimate  of  the  total  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  last 
season  was  25,6S2,000  acres.    During  the  last  fifteen  years  the  estimate 
of  the  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  August  1  has  averaged  54.2  per 
cent  of  the  final  estimate,  and  the  range  has  been  from  47.5  per  cent  to 
66.7  per  cent  of  the  final  estimate. 


FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


NEW  REGULATIONS  FOR  CANADIAN  BARRELED  APPLES:      All  apples  packed 
in  containers  other  than  the  standard  bon  must  be  packed  in  two  gro.des, 
No.  1  and  Domestic.    Both  No.  1  and  Domestic  packs  must  be  graded  as  to 
size,  according  to  an  official  announcement.     Color  requirements  for  No.  1 
and  quality  requirements  for  both -will  remain .unchanged.    If  these  rules 
are  not  followed  the  government  will  not  stamp  or  approve  of  the  package 
and  sellers  may  not  mark  the  apples  as  graded 'apples  or  sell  them  under 
the  classes  now  provided.    These  changes  will  put  the  Canadian  barreled 
apples  on  a  higher  quality  basis  and  are  expected  to.  result  in  more  uniform 
and  better  prices  in  consiiming  markets. 

FRENCH  PRUNE  PROSPECTS  CONTINUE  FAVORABLE :    Prune  prospects  up  to 
August  7  continued  to  be  as  favorable  as  reported  in  the  middle  of  July 
when  the  crop  was  forecast  at  18,000  short  tons,  according  to  Agricultural 
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Commissioner  lielson  at  Marseille,  quoting  the  American  consul  at  Bordeaux, 
and  other  sources.     The  weather  during  July  was  unusually  rainy,  but  it  is 
thought  not  to  have  damaged  the  crop  as  far  as  quantity  and  quality  are 
concerned.     It  is  "believed,  however,  that  the  wet  weather,  will  cause  some 
delay  in  ripening.    Usually,  the  harvest  is  at  its  height  the  middle  of 
August,  "but  this  year  the  peak  was  not  expected  until  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  as  the  fruit  had  not  -ret  turned  in  color  at  the  time  of  reporting. 
On  account  of  the  heavy  crop,  the  average  size  of  the  fruit  will  naturally 
be  smaller  than  ordinary..  Due  to  heavy  production  forecast  not  only  in 
France  hut  in  California  as  well,  opening  prices  are  expected  to  be  low. 

PROTECTIVE  MEASURES  FOR  1930-31  CREEK  CURRANT  CROP.:    The  protective 
measures  adopted  by  the  Greek  Central  Currant  Office  for  the  1930-31 
currant  crop  have  just  been  announced,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen 
quoting  the  American  consul  at  Patras.    The  measures  for  the  new  season 
provide  for  the  retention  of  a  larger  portion  of  the  crop  and  in  addition 
increases  the  export  tax  and  fixes  lower  guaranteed  price  levels  for  both 
the  surplus  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  season  and  for  the  reimbursement 
of  retention  bills.     Currant  stocks  are  reported  to  be  abnormally  heavy 
in  Greece  at  the  present  time  due  to  reduced  exports  and  to  the  fact  that 
large  quantities  of  currants  which  had  been  damaged  by  rain  were  converted 
into  retention  bills.    Moreover  the  new  season  promises  to  yield  an  ex- 
cellent crop  which  at  the  present  time  is  being  estimated  at  165,000  short 
tons.    The  protective  measuresfor  the  1930-31  season  provide  for  retention 
of  50  per  cent  of  the  crop  as  compared  with  45  per  cent  last  season.  The 
export  tax  will  be  49  cents  per  100  pounds  as  against  31  cents  per  100 
pounds  in  1929-30.     The  purchase  price  for  surplus  currants  on  hand  at  fhe 
end  of  the  1930-31  season  has  been  fixed  at  $2.70  per  100  pounds  for 
Amalias.     The  fixed  prices  for  other  varieties  have  not  been  received  as 
yet.    The  price  fixed  for  the  surplus  of  the  1929-30  crop  ranged  from 
$3.55  to  $3.86  per  100  pounds,  according  to  variety.     The  reimbursement 
for  retention  bills  for  the  1930-31  season  has  been  fixed  at  $2.45  per 
100  pounds  as  against  $3.49  last  season. 

MEDITERRANEAN  ALMOND  PRODUCTION  AND  MARKET  PROSPECTS:    The  available 
supplies  of  almonds,   shelled  and  unshelled,  in  the  districts  of  commercial 
importance  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin  are  estimated  at  about  97  per  cent 
of  the  supply  that  was  available  at  the  opening  of  the  season  last  year, 
according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.     The  1930  crop  is  now  esti- 
mated at  9  per  cent  below  that  of  1929  but  stocks  are  believed  to  be  around 
60  per  cent  larger  than  at  this  time  last  year.     See  release  F.  S./AL-38  of 
August  19,  1950. 
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Last  week  we  presented  some  details  regarding  the  "world  supplies  of 
cattle  and  "beef,  together  with  a  summary  of  supply  and  market  conditions  as 
affecting  the  Unitcd  States  producers  of  those  commodities.     There  were  pre- 
sented also  some  details  covering  the  current  production  of  beef  in  the 
United  States  and  the  leading  producing  countries  of  South  America.     In  the 
following  pages  there  are  set  forth  some  observations'  covering  Brazil  and 
also  the  most  important  producing  areas  of  the  British  Empire.     Some  attention 
is  also  given  to  the  utilization  of  overseas  beef  in  the  leading  European 
consuming  countries,  together  with  a  statistical  summary  of  the  world  trade 
in  beef  and  beef  products. 

Brazil 

During  the  first  four  months  of  1930,   frozen  and  chilled  meat  exports 
from  Brazil  amounted  to  140,000,000  pounds  or  over  double  the  exports  for 
the  same  period  of  1929,  according  to  a  report  prepared  by  the  American 
consulate  general  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     It  is  probable  that  a  considerable 
portion  was  beef,  as  frozen  beef  exports  in  1928  constituted  90  per  cent 
of  the  total  frozen  meat  shipments.    Jerked  beef  exports  for  the  first 
four  months  of  the  year  were  5,417,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  48  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year.    Most  of  the  frozen  and  chilled 
beef  is  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom.     The  United  States  imported  no 
frozen  beef  from  Brazil  in  1929  and  only  24,000  pounds  of  pickled  or 
cured.    The  bulk  of  the  meat  imports  from  Brazil,  however,  are  canned  corned 
beef. 

Most  of  the  frozen  meat  exported  from  Brazil  comes  from  packing  plants 
in  the  states  of  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sal.     It  is  estimated  that  at 
least  270,000  cattle  will  be  killed  during  1930  in  the  state  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sal  for  -  that  purpose  against  only  180,000  last  year,  according  to  Consul 
C.  R.  Uasemith.    llo  estimate  is  as  yet  available  for  Sao  Paulo  where  470,000 
were  killed  in  1928  against  only  248,000  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  for  the  same 
year.     It  is  probable,  however, ■ that  killings  have  been  heavy  in  Sao  Paulo 
recently.     Consul  Cameron  states  under  date  of  July  17  that  there  have  been 
comparatively  large  exports  of  chilled  and  frozen  meat  from  Sao  Paulo  during 
the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  but  that  the  packers  are  meeting  sharp 
competition  in  Europe  from  South  African  meat.    Packing  houses  in  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  were  operating  under  favorable  conditions  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  and  were  expected  to  continue  so  until  June  30.    Prices  were  slightly 
under  those  prevailing  at  the  same  a  year  ago,  but  were  remunerative  to 
cattle  growers.     Top  quality  steers  .we're  bought  for  $3,65  per  100  pounds 
live  weight  in  March.    Prices  varied  from  $2.51  to  $3155  per  100  pounds 
according  to  quality. 

The  jerked  beef  plants  in  Rio  Grand*   do  Sul  expect  to  kill  only 
350,000  cattle  this  year  against  520,000  last  year  in  order  to  avoid  over 
production,  according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Consulate  General. 
See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  August  19,   1929  for  slaughter  from  1909  to 
1930.    Most  of  the  xarque  or  jerked  beef  is  marketed  in  northern  Brazil,  al- 
though some  goes  to  .Cuba.     The  industry  is  controlled  by  the  zarque  syndicate. 
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This  syndicate  prohibited  any  export  of  jerked  beef  this  year  before  April 
1,  and  killings  were  scheduled  to  stop  on  May  31.    A  considerable  quantity 
of  jerked  beef  was  carried  over  from  the  preceding  year,  the  quantity  on 
hand  on  February  1  amounting  to  105,000  bales  or  about  19,000,000  pounds. 
Prices  of  xarque  have  been  maintained  at  a  very  high  level  and  attempts 
will  be  made  to  keep  the  prices  up.     It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about 
10,000,000  adult  cattle  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  at  the  present  time.  The 
condition  of  cattle  this  season  is  reported  as.  better  than  during  most 
years.     Go<^d  pasturage  is  abundant. 

An  exhibit  of  fat  cattle  was  held  in  Sao  Faulo  during  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year.     The  general  verdict  seemed  to  be  in  favor  of  the- 
Zubu  breed  for  raising  on  the-  rangos  instead  of  the  native  or  Caracu  breed 
on  account  of  its  great  resistance  to  drought,  floods,  lack  of  care,  bad 
pastures,  insects  etc.     Tho  number  of  cattle  in  Brazil  at  the  time  of  the 
last  census  i.e.  1920  was  34,271,000.     It  is  probable  that  the  number  is 
larger  at  the  present  time  as,  according  to  official  provincial  estimates 
the  number  in  five  provinces  supporting  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  . 
total  was  27,120,000  in  1927  against  24,117,000  in  1920.    Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
leads  the  other  provinces  in  cattle  numbers  with  about  10,000,000  adult, 
cattle  at  the  present  time.     Sao  Paulo,  where  the  meat  packing  industry. is 
most  important,  reported  2,900,000  in  1927  against  2,442,000  in  1920, 
(A  report  giving  the  history  of  the  meat  packing  industry  in  Brazil  will, 
be  found  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  for  August  19,  1929,  pages  310-313).

Slaughter  of  cattle  for  export  in  Australia  during  1930  is  forecast 
at  350,000  head,  a  decrease  of  9  per  cent  from  1929  figures,  according  to 
the  Minister  of  Markets.     Of  the  foregoing  amount,  Queensland  is  expected  to 
supply  300,000  head  against  324,000  for  1929.    It  is  reported  that  the 
southern  Australian  states  will  have  a  greater  "beef  daficit  than  in  other 
recent  years  and  will  be  importing  more  live  stock  from  Queensland.  Prospeets 
for  the  export  business  for  the  current  year  were  very  satisfactory  early 
in  the  season  and  meat  companies  began  paying  exceptionally  good  prices  for 
catte.    It  appears,  however,  that  the  industry  received  a  setback  during 
May  by  new  German  regulations  restricting  the  import  of  frozen  beef  into  that 
country.'    The  effect  was  to  lower  the  overseas  price  for' the  Australian  pro- 
duct, which  in  turn  was  passed  on  to  cattle  raisers  in  Queensland. 

Exports  for  the  first  five  months  of  1930  amounted  to  approximately" 
27,000,000  pounds  a  decrease  of  7  per  cent  when  compared  with  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1929,  taking  the  weight  of  a  quarter  of' beef  as  150  pounds 
as  reported  to  the  Sydney  "Stock  and  Station  Journal".     Official  export  fig- 
ures for  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year  show  a  decrease' of  S.per  cent 
as  against  last  year  to  reach  13,355,000  pounds.     ThEre  was  recorded  an 
increase  in  exports  to.  the  united  States  of  3  per  cent  to  64,000  pounds  as 
against  figures  for  a  year  earlier.     The  half  year  figures  of  imports  into 
the  United  'S-tates,  however,   show  beef  imports  from  Australia  at  1,5^-0,000 
pounds,  down  4  per  cent  from  19^9  figures.     There  was  also  an  increase  in 
exports  to  the  united  Kingdom  of  3  per  cent  to  6,961, 000  pounds  for  the  first 
quarter.     Export?  to  Germany  amounted  to  52,000  pounds  against  none  for  the 
same  period  a  year  ago,  while  exports  to  Belgium  declined. 

Exports  of  frozen  beef  for  the  year  1929  amounted  to  170,000,000 
pounds,  a  decrease  of  10  per  cent  below  1923  levels,  but  above  1927  and  also 
above'  the  average  for  the  pre-war  period.     The  years  1916  and  191^  stand  out 
as  the  years  of  heaviest  export  with  242,000,000  pounds  and  292,000,000 
pounds  respectively  shipped  to  foreign  countries.     In  1929  the  United  Kingdom 
took  about  33,000,000  pounds  or  52  per  cent  of  the  total  export;  Belgium 
took  13  per  cent  and  Germany  3  per  cent.     The  quality  of  the  beef  slaughtered 
in  1329  on  the  whole  was  satisfactory  and  the  dressing  and  general'  appearance 
an    improvement  over  anything  so  far  exported. 

Cattle  in  Australia  numbered  11,301,000  in  January  1929,  a  decrease 
of  3  per  cent  when  compared  with  1923.     Cattle  have  been  decreasing  since 
.1922  when  .the  record  number  of  14,441,000  was  reached.     At  that  time  the 
number  in  Queensland -was'  7,047,000,  which  had  dropped  to  5,123,000  by  the 
beginning  of  1929.    Notwithstanding  decreasing  numbers,   slaughter  for  export 
during  the  last  three  years  has  exceeded  3°0,000  head  annually  against  an 
average  of  200,000  for  the  years  1919-1923  when  cattle  numbers  were  larger. 
During  1929  there  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  breeding,  according  to 
American  Trade  Commissioner  Squire,  which  should  result  in  increased  supplies 
of  beef  by  about  1932.

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Hew  Zealand 

Cattle  killings  in  Hew  Zealand  from  November  1,  1923  to  May  51, 
1930  produced  171,000  quarters  of  "beef  against  109,000  quarters  for  the 
corresponding  months  of  1928-29.    During  the  first  five  months  of  1930 
92,000  quarters  of  beef  were  exported  from  Hew  Zealand,  an  increase  of  31 
per  cent  over  a  /car  ago.    Exports  by  countries  for  1930  are  not  yet  avail- 
able.   United  States  import  figures  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year, 
however,   show  a  heavy  decline  in  receipts  of  Hew  Zealand  beef -,:  United 
Kingdom  import  records  for  the  same  1930  period  indicate  that  the  bulk  of 
the  increase  in  Hew  Zealand  exports  has  gone  to  that  market. 

In  1929  exports  of  beef  from  Hew  Zealand  totaled  only  44,000,000 
pounds  against  85,000,000  pounds  in  1928  when  they  were  65  per  cent  over 
1927  figures  and  71  per  cent  larger  than  in  1926.    The  1328  figures,  however, 
were  below  exports  during  the  period  1915-1921  with  the  exception  of  the 
82,000,000  pounds  exported  in  1918.     In  1329  Hew  Zealand  shipped  15,000,000 
pounds  of  frozen  beef  to  the  United  States,  accounting  for  43  per  cent  of 
the  total  exports  of  that'  type  of  beef.     In  1927  only  704,000  pounds  out  of 
a  total  frozen  export  of  48,000,000  pounds  was  sent  to  the  United  States. 
Ordinarily  most  of  the  Hew  Zealand  exports  go  to  the  United  Kingd.om.  Beef 
exports  from  Hew  Zealand  constitute  only  about  5  per  cent  of  the  total 
frozen  meat  exports,  practically  all  of  the  remainder  being  mutton  and  lamb. 

Cattle  in  Hew  Zealand  in  January  1929  numbered'  3,446,000  head,  an 
increase  of  5  per  cent  over  1928.     In  1923  and  1324  the  figures  reached  the 
highest  on  record  at  more  than  3,500,000  for  each  of  those  years.  The 
number  of  dairy  cows  on  hand  over  two  years1 old  in  1329  was  1, 371,000' against 
1,353,000  in  1928.

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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  CATTLE  AND  BEEF,  CONT'D 
Union  of  South  Africa 


During  the  first  quarter  of  1930,  92,000  cattle  were  slaughtered  at 
principal  abattoirs  in  the  Union  against  95,000  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1929.    Total  slaughter  at  abattoirs  and  slaughter  poles  in  1929  was 
500,000  head,  an  increase  of  29  per  cent  over  1928.    Beef  exports  from  the 
Union  for  all  of  1929  reached  25,000,000  pounds.    That  figure  was  an  con- 
siderable increase  over  those  of  1928  and  1927  but  was  more  than  25  per  cent 
below'  the  1926  exports.    The  bulk  of  the  South  African  beef  shipments  go  to 
Italy.-  In  1929  exports  to  that  country  amounted  to  22,000,000  pounds  and 
represented  88  per  cent  of  the  total  beef  exports  of  the  Union. 

In  June  1930  it  was  announced  that  the  contract  for  supplying  beef 
to  the  Italian  Army  was  renewed,  calling  for  12,000  tons  of  frozen  meat  or 
approximately  60,000  head 'of  cattle  to  be  shipped  during  the  year.    Of  that 
total  the  Imperial  Cold  Storage  Company  of  Cape  Town  is  to  supply  10,000 
tons  and  the  Hhodesian  Export  and  Cold  Storage  Company  2,000  tons.    The  new 
contract  is  somewhat  larger  than  those  of  earlier  years.    South  African  beef 
as  a  rule  is  deficient  in  fat  and  in  many  cases  only  old  animals  are  used 
for  slaughter.    During  the  past  three  years,  however,  trial  shipments  of 
live  cattle  have  been  made  to  the  United  Kingdom  with  considerable  success 
on  the  whole. 


Cattle  numbers  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  have  been  increasing 
steadily  in  recent  years.    In  1928  the  total  reached  approximately  10,655,000 
head  against  only  5,797,000  head  in  1911.     In  Southern  Rhodesia  cattle  numbers 
numbered  2,326,000  in  1928  against  only  732,000  in  1911.    The  bulk  of  the 
beef  exported  from  the  Union  is  the  product  of  Hhodesian  cattle.

United  Kingdom 

Smaller  imports  of  chillef  "beef  from  Argentina  were  responsible 
for  reducing  total  British' beef  imports  for  the  first  half  of  1930  slightly 
below  the  corresponding  19^9  figures.     The  Argentine  chilled  "beef  item 
was  6.9  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1929,  hut  that  drop  was  offset  consider- 
ably by  an  increase  of  13. 7  per  cent  in  total  imports  of  frozen  beef.  . 
Here  again  receipts  from  Argentina  ware  smaller  than  a  year  ago,  but 
heavy  increases  were  registered  in  receipts  from  other  countries ,  '  notably 
New  Zealand'  and  Uruguay. 

The  decline  in  receipts  of  Argentine  chilled  beef,  the  leading 
item  in  the  British  overseas  beef  trade,  has  been  in  evidence  since  1927« 
The  smaller  imports  of  that  item  in  1929  were  18.3  per  cent  under  the 
1927  figure.    Conversely,  imports  from  Uruguay  have  shown  progressive 
increases,  the  figures  for  the  first  half  of  1930  being  only  slightly 
under  those  of  the  corresponding  1929  period.     The  figure  fir  all  of 
1929  was  137  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  1927.     The  increased  receipts 
from  Uruguay,  however,  have  not  been  large  enough  to  prevent  a  series  of 
slight  declines  occuring  in  total  imports  of  chilled  beef  into  the  United 
Kingdom  since  1927. 

The  somewhat  less  regular  tendencies  in  the  frozen  beef  trade 
have  been  responsible  for  the  variations  in  the  total  volume  of  British 
beef  imports  of  recent  years.    A  sharp  decline  in  receipts  of  frozen 
beef  from  Argentina  in  192S  brought  total  beef  imports  for  that  year  f.4 
per  cent  below  the  1927  figures.     In  1929,  however,  a  sharp  recovery 
in  the  trade  with  Argentina  brought  the  total  back  almost  to  the  1927 
level.     From  1927  to  1929  receipts  of  Australian  frozen  beef  moved  upward, 
that  tendency  being  checked  somewhat  in  1930.     This  year  New  Zealand 
ranks  next  to  Australia  as  a  source  of  frozen  beef  for  the  British  market. 

Beef  supplies  at  London  Central  Markets  for  the  first  half  of  1930 
also  reflect  the  reduced  supplies  from  Argentina  and  increases  from  other 
sources.     Supplies  of  both  chilled  and  frozen  beef  from  Argentina  regis- 
tered a  decline  of  3.^-  per  cent,  while  supplies  from  Brazil  were  50  per 
cent  heavier  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1929.    With  a  slight,  • 
increase  showing  in  the  1930  supplies  of  domestic  beef,  L ondo.r,  .figures 
indicate  total  beef  supplies  about  the  same  as  last  year,.    Mutton  supplies 
also  were  larger  during  the  1930  period,  but  a  cut  of  2G».4.  per  cent  in 
por^:  receipts  was  largely  responsible  for  a  reduction  of         pur  cent  in 
the  total  London  Central  Market  supplies  of  the  three  leading  classes  of 
meat  from  January  1  to  June  30,  1930.  ■  ■  •  • 

July  average  prices  of  various  meats  at  London  indicate  that,  in 
general,  overseas  beef  prices  had  fallen  relatively  less  sharply  than 
prices  of  other  meats  as  against  averages'  for  July  1929.    In  fact,  prices 
of  Argentine  chilled  hindquarters  in  July  averaged  7.9  Per  cent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  scoring  a  considerable  recovery  from  the  June  levels 
which  were  15. 9  per  cent  below  those  of  June  1929.     I"-1  vieW  of  the  rel~ 
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atively  poor  consumer  demand  new  prevalent  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
sharp  rise  in  that  class  of  beef  must  be  attributed  largely  to  the  ten- 
dency toward  reduced  supplies.    Other  classes  of  imported  Ts.ef.  were  priced 
lower  than  in  July  1929,    Domestic  beef  prices,  however,  showed  a  tendency 
to  advance.     The  whole  series  of  imported  mutton  and  lamb  prices  were 
from  5.3  per  cent  to  30,6  per  cent  .under  last  yearns  July  levels,  with 
Now  Zealand  lamb  and  Argentine  mutton  at  the  respective  .ends  of  the  range. 
Both  generous  supplies  and  decreased  demand  have  worked  to  depress  the 
market  for  overseas  mutton  and  lamb.     The  decline  in  prices  of  imported 
pork,  largely  cured  pork,  resulted  in  a  degree  of  fall  somewhat  between 
those  of  beef  and  sheep  meat.     Of  the  important  items '  in '  the  imported 
cured  pork  trade,  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  have  declined  most  sharply  to 
the. extent  of  27.5  per  cent.     Increasing  supplies  in' Denmark  have  been 
instrumental  in  developing  that  decline.     American"  short'"  cut  green  hams 
were  down  5.1  per  cent  and  American  short  cut  green' sides  11  per  cent 
below  July  1929  levels.

She  decline  of  .  recent  years  in  the.  German  inroqxt  trade  in  frozen 
and  chilled  "beef  was  checked  somewhat  during  the  first  six  months  of  1930. 
Total  figures  for  that  period  were  5.2  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  cor- 
responding months,  of  1929.     Smaller  imports  have  been  encouraged  during 
the  past  two  years  by  reductions  in  the  quota  allowed  entry  annually.  The 
aost  recent  development  in 'that  direction  is  the  recently  announced  pro- 
hibition of  all  frozen  oeef  imports  after  September  1,  1930;  -Argentina 
is  the  leading  source  of  such  imports  into  Germany.     In  recent  years  Aus- 
tralia has  been  interested  in  expanding  the  trade  with  Germany,  hat  the 
volume  received  from  that  source  declined  materially  during  the  current 
year.    For. the  whole  year  1929,  total  German  imports  of  chilled  and  frozen 
beef,  largely  the  latter,  fell  to  a  point  .of  52.1  per  cent  under  the  imports 
of  1927.     Daring  those  years  the  most  marked  declines  appeared  in  the 
receipts  from  Argentina.     In  fresh  beef  also,  the  tendency  of  German  im- 
ports is  downward.     In  that  trade  which  has  been .. adversely  affected  by 
the  development  of  domestic  German  supplies  and  measures  to.  protect  dom- 
estic agriculture,  the  Netherlands  have  shown  the  greatest  shrinkage.

Prance  .  ... 

An  increase  of  90  per  . cent  over  1929  figures  is  seen  in  the  imports 
of  fresh,  chilled  and  frozen  oeef,  principally  the  latter,,  into  prance 
.during  the  first  five  months  of  1930.     The  total  quantity  involved,  how- 
ever,, reached  the  relatively  small  fit-ore  of  19,283,000  pounds.  Uruguay 
and  Brazil  are  the  leading  sources  of  French  imports -of  overseas  beef. 
Since  1927  that- business. -'has  shrank  to  a  fraction  of  the.  figures  for  that 
|re'ar;  especially  in. .the  chilled  oeef  items.     In  1327j  Uruguay  and  Argen- 
tina each  were  sending  about  '41,000,000  pounds  of  chilled  beef  to  France. 
Total  imports  of  all  forms  of  tee f  declined  from  121,000,000  pounds  in  1927 
to  about  27,000,000  pounds  for  all  of  1929.     See  table,  page  285. 

Netherlands  ■  .• 

Tota.l  beef  imports  into  the  Netherlands  also  increased  during  the 
early  months  of  1950,  exceeding  by  111  per  cent  the  figures  of  1929  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year  to  reach  19,000,000  pounds.     The  1930  figure  was 
almost  as  large  as  the  total  imports  for  all  of  1929.     In  that  year,  the 
total  was  38.7  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1927.     Argentina  is  outstanding  as 
the  leading  source  of  the  rather  limited  Netherlands  imports  of  chilled 
and  frozen  beef,   while  Denmark  provides  the  bulk  of  the  fresh  beef  imports. 
Up  to  this  year,  however,  the  Netherlands  export  trade  in  beef  has  in- 
volved larger  cruantities  than  has  the  import  business.    Practically  all 
of  the  Netherlands  export  beef  is  in  the  fresh  state,  indicating  that  the 
bulk  of  the  frozen  and  chilled  imports  are  utilized  at  home.     In  the  1930 
period,  however,  Netherlands  exports  of  fresh  beef  declined  35.3  per  cent 
below  1929  figures  as  a  result  of  smaller  or.ports  to  Germany,     prom  1927 
to  1929  Netherlands  exports  of  fresh  beef  were  maintained  at  from 
23,000,000  to  35,000,000  pounds.
